Barnett stated. ‘“*Vith $12,000,000 
annually, we will be able to build 800 
miles or more of roadway each year.

“The state highway sytem 
contains 7,100 miles of road, 2,000 
miles of which are already  hard- 
surfaced, leaving 5,100 miles to be 
paved. In my opinion we shall be 
able to complete the system within 
Six years. 

“I do not mean by that that the 
roads will all be hard-surfaced. It 
is not necessary to put a hard sur- 
face on unfrequented roads. But the 
principal roads will be.” 

Mr. Barnett felicitated his prede- 
cessors in office upon the condition 
in which he found the state highway 
department when he assumed office in 
April 1. He said. that the depart- 
ment, as reorganized by Colonel Sam 
Tate, was most satisfactory, and that 
he was delighted with its personnel. 

Reviewing the history of the state 
highway department Mr. Barnett said 
$81,000,000 had been expended since 
the original organization of the de- 
yartment. 

i expended in grading, $12,000,000 
in the construction of bridges, 
$40,000,000 for hard surface. 

Going into detail on the plans of 
the board for hard-surfacing Georgia 
highways, he said that it had been 
decided to divide the character of the 
roads between concrete, limerock aml 
asphalt. The approximate costs of 
each class, he said, was $15,000 per 
mile for limeroek .$20,000 for con- 
crete, and $22,000 for asphalt. ‘The 
eosts of surfacing a road with top 
soil. he said, was between $5,000 and 
$6,000 per mile.

To any person of common sense it is clear that English statesmen 
do not desire a navy greater than America’s to protect their country 
from Germany, France, Italy or Japan. ane 

To any sensible person it is equally clear that statesmen of the 

United States who demand a navy equal to England’s do not consider it 
necessary to protect their country-against Japan, France, It#ly or Ger- 
many. 
The obvious truth is' that the two groups of statesmen, however 
friendly they may be now, and however little they may expect or desire 
war between their countries, are planning their navies for use against one 
another. 

Why should two friendly nations prepare weapons they do not need 
except as a protection from one another? 

Because of that ancient bugaboo, “freedom of the seas.” 

Freedom of the seas has meant many things in the last century and 
a quarter, but now it means the right of one nation to ship her products 
where she will without fear of molestation by another nation. 

War questions that right. 

When England was at war with Germany, she seized American cargoes 


consigned to her enemy. aes 

As a result she narrowly missed drawing America into the war on 
the. wrong side. : : 

If America were at war with Japan, it is quite certain that she would 
seize English cargoes consigned to Japanese ports. 

No nation fighting for its life will permit a neutral to supply its 
enemy if there Is any way to prevent it. ‘oe . 

Yet no neutral nation will tolerate having its ships and cargoes 
seized by a belligerant if there is a way to prevent it. wae 

A nation’s right to seize cargoes shipped to her enemy, and a nation’s 
right to ship her products where she will, are in open conflict and cannot 


be reconciled. 
Fach nation will defend the right that for the moment seems more 


essential to her welfare. 

Either, being at war, will thus risk making an enemy of the other. 

And thus it is that each feels the need of a navy of sufficient strength 
to protect the right that the other may threaten. : 

Each friendly nation building fighting ships because necessity may 
require her to offend the other. 

Why not settle the question by treaty? ; . 

Let each agree under no circumstances to molest the other’s ship- 
ping, and each bind herself not to give clearance to cargoes of ‘“‘contra- 
band” destined for the other’s enemy. sas 

Such a treaty would make one the passive ally of the other, but isn’t 
it saner to keep a strong man’s friendship than to make a dollar by 


selling ammunition to his enemy? -
